2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-18 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest method or 
apparatus for determining the concentration of combustible gases in a sample by burning the sample with an oxidant in a 
concentration selected to form a diffusion flame having an inner ignition zone and a main reaction zone, measuring the temperature 
of the diffusion flame, and calculating concentrations based on the temperature.
